IN ATOM PLAN

An outstanding feature of Amer­ 
ica’s 
proposal 
for 
International 
control of the development and use 
of atomic energy—and second only 
to that control In im portance—is 
the fact that Inauguration of this 
security system means the surrender 
by all nations of such degree of 
sovereignty as is necessary to make 
the plan effective. 
Every nook and cranny of each 
nation, big an^l little, would be open 
at all times for the inspection of 
the international atom ic develop­ 
m ent authority. Not 
only would 
secrecy regarding atom ic develop­ 
m ents be Impossible, but a lot of 
other privacy 
would 
go out 
the 
window. 
No Precedent In History 
History offers no precedent for 
such voluntary surrender of sover­ 
eign rights to a central authority. 
And despite the fact th at, as Ameri­ 
can delegate Bernard Baruch said 
In 
presenting 
Hie 
proposal, "We 
Must Elect World Peace or World 
Destruction," there may be nations 
which will 
hesitate to give 
any 
international body carte blanche to 
sleuth about when and whore it sees 
fit. 
Mr. Baruch's answer to this is that 
the people of the world hate war and 
"are not afraid of an Internation­ 
alism th at protects; they are un­ 
willing th be fobbed off by m ountings 
and narrow sovereignty which is to­ 
day’s phrase for yesterday’s isola­ 
tion."’ But supposing we encounter 
in some nation a refusal to subscribe 
to this plan for global security? 
The answer is. I ’m afraid, th a t we 
might be faced with the uncom for­ 
table possibility th at this nation was 
staying out for ulterior purposes— 
th a t It was cherishing ideas which 
didn’t fit in with universal peace. 
Certainly the American proposal will 
open the closet door on any such 
skeleton.

than 250 mites an hour, tore on 
through the business district

trail of destruction In Its wake.

Coast guardsmen said that as far 
as they knew, no boats had been 
damaged by the huge 
freaks of 
nature. 
The terrifying funnel, estimated 
variously at from 20 to IOO feet at 
its base, sucked nearly everything in 
a 100-yard swath into its fatal grip, 
lasted IO Minutes 
Sandwich West. Sandwich East 
and the outskirts of Windsor wore 
the Canadian communities which 
recoiled under the full blast of the 
tornado before It headed for Lake 
St. Clair, where the weather bureau 
said it dissipated. 
The weatherman said the tornado 
ran its course in about IO minutes. 
All available police, firemen, am­ 
bulances. doctors, nurses and Red 
Cross workers were pressed into 
service to bring succor to the strick­ 
en areas. 
Detroit

streams of injured, many of whom 
were discharged after first aid treat­ 
ment without their names being re­ 
corded.

Ontario ffit Hardest 
But even as Michigan residents 
adm mistered to their wounded and 
sought to find temporary shelter for 
' the homeless, it became apparent 
that Ontario had taken the worst

Canadian police reported that the 
Sandwich area, largely a rural com­ 
munity. had been almost completely 
flattened. 
Tragic stories were unfolded in 
quick succession as the bodies of 
13 victims were recovered and scores 
of injured were rushed to Windsor 
hospitals. 
Windsor hospitals hard hit by loss 
of electric power struggled to handle 
the great influx of emergency cases 
and Red Cross workers and other 
volunteers Joined the fight. FBI 
agents sped across the river with 
portable lighting equipment to al­ 
leviate the situation. 
Tragedy, Pathos. Heroism 
Numerous tragic scenes were en­ 
acted as relatives came to the hos­ 
pitals in search oi friends and rela­ 
tives missing since the blast struck. 
Most of the searchers were bewil­ 
dered by the tornado, an almost un­ 
precedented thing in the recent his­ 
tory of the Detroit-Windsor area. 
Stories of pathos and heroism were 
intermingled. One man told of seeing 
a boy lilted off his bicycle and into 
the air as the tornado hit. The 
smashed bicycle was found; the body 
of the boy was not recovered. 
A Canadian mother—Mrs. Joan 
Beaman. 19. OJibway—injured as 
the blast hit her home, gave Caesar 
Ian birth to a daughter but both 
died. 
Homes Crushed 
Several hundred workers of Chrys­ 
ler corporation of Canada who had 
met at Windsor to take a strike vote, 
speedily assumed the roles of res­ 
cuers when they got word of the 
tragedy. 
They formed first aid squads and 
hurried to the area to aid in the 
task cl pulling timbers off the piles 
that once were homes to search for 
bodies. 
Bus drivers turned their vehicles 
into emergency ambulances to rush 
victims to hospitals. 
Telephone and electric light lines 
on both sides of the border were 
particular targets of the tornado 
and in the New York Central rail­ 
road Windsor freight vards freight 
cars were tossed about as if by some 
giant hand 
Roofs were torn off 
freight buildings. Some boxcars were 
smashed into kindling 
Authorities expressed fear that 
some residents had been pinned In 
t he ruins of their demolished homes 
and began the probe of the debris, 
The Canadian 
Press estimated 
that “15 to 25 and probably more” 
had lost their lives. 
Offii ials forecast that additional 
bodies would be recovered from the 
15-imle area tom bv the tornado.

Zurich, Switzerland, </f’)—Amer­ 
ican soldiers whose free and easy 
ways have brought them strong 
criticism in some European coun­ 
tries, have really earned their “good 
conduct” ribbons in Switzerland. 
Here touring O I’s are genuinely 
serving as good will ambassadors for 
the United States. 
In the past ll months almost 
250.000 American troops have taken 
eight-day tours of acetite Switzer­ 
land at a special $35 rate wlilch 
covers food, hotel rooms and travel 
expenses Each soldier is also allow­ 
ed to bring along $50 spending 
money. 
When the project first was broach­ 
ed many Swiss were alarmed at the 
■ prospects of hundreds of thousands 
of foreign soldiers flooding J heir 
small country. They had a tradi­ 
tional liking for Americans, twit they 
had heard disturbing reports of 
Yankee misbehavior with frauleins 
in Germany and mademoiselles In 
France. 
Now after nearly a year of as­ 
sociation with these tourists In uni­ 
form the Swiss people have voted 
them to be more gentlemanly than 
their run-of-the-mill peace , time 
visitors. They have caused little 
property damage and their "wolfing” 
has been on a higher plane than 
during Ute war years. 
"Out of one quarter of a million 
soldiers we have had only one half 
dozen cases of misbehavior," said 
Florian Neiderer. Swiss manager of 
the troop tours. "These were mostly 
watch and camera thefts. We have 
had no cases of crimes against 
women; we feel this Is an excep­ 
tional conduct record." 
One hotel manager who had ac- 


some reluctance told Neiderer later, 
"I wish our private clientele be­ 
haved as well as those American 
boys do." 
Neiderer said the tours have done 
more "for mutual understanding be­ 
tween our countries than anything 
else possibly could. 
"Your boys have learned that we 
Swiss are more than a nation of 
yodelers and cheesemaker." 
Jimmy Brugger, veteran guide, 
who has also escorted almost 8.000 
soldiers through Switzerland says 
the first thing troops ask Is "where 
are the wacthes?” After that they 
buy wood carvings and music boxes. 
Brugger says American soldiers 
generally prefer Swiss cities to Swiss 
scenery, because of the night life 
they 
provide. 
Jimmy 
sometimes 
can't, understand why boys should 
rather play cards than look out of 
train windows at mountainsides Rut 
he thinks that by all odds Hwy are 
"preema" tourists, 
"Before the war we saw only the 
ritzy clas of Amercian.'" he said. 
"The Swiss people like your soldiers 
because they are more typical of the 
United States.” 
Since the tours began, troops have 
spent some 70.000,000 francs 
in 
Switzerland—about $17,000,000. 
Soldiers have written hundreds of 
letters back to express their grati­ 
tude for kindnesses shown them. 
Neiderer prizes most one from a 
soldier caught in a watch theft. 
After his release he wrote back to 
Switzerland and concluded with this 
compliment: 
"And you have also the very best 
Jail I was ever in.”
